HEREAS in order vo promote the speedy develop- 
\ \ ment of the water powers of the Humber Valley 
it is desirable to modify certain of the conditions contain- 
ed in the Agreement dated the Sixteenth day of April, 
1915, between His Excellency the Governor-in-Councu and 
Newfoundland Products Corporation, Limited (the name of 
which has since been changed to Newfoundland Power 
and Paper Company, Limited) as amended and confirmed 
by the Act 6 George V. (1915), Chapter Four and Acts in 
amendment thereof. 


Be it therefore enacted by the Governor, the Leg- 
islative Council and House of Assembly, in Legislative 
Session convened, as follows :— 


1. IN this Act unless the context otherwise requires 
the following expressions shall have the meanings herein- 
after attributed to them, namely :— 


‘“‘The Government’’ means His Excellency the 
Governor of Newfoundland in Council.

‘““The Company’? means Newfoundland Power and 
Paper Company, Limited. 


“The Agreement of 1915’’ means the Indenture 
dated the 16th day of April, 1915, between His 
Excellency the Governor of Newfoundland in 
Council of the one part, and Newfoundland 
Produets Corporation, Limited, of the other 
part, as amended by the Act of 1915. 


“The Act of 1915°’ means the Act 6 George V. 
(1915), Chapter Four, and Acts in amendment 
thereof, confirming and amending the Agree- 
ment of 1915. 


2. TO prevent doubts it is hereby declared that the 
Company has power under its Memorandum of Associa- 
tion to carry on all or any of the followmg amongst 
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other businesses, namely :—To generate and or to supply 
hydraulic andjor electric or other power electric light and 
heat, to manufacture andjor deal in ground-wood pulp, 
cellulose and paper, and also to engage in all kinds of 
electro-chemical, electro-metallurgical and all other elec- 
trical industries. 


3. THE words ‘‘for the purpose of the manufacture of Amendment of 
phosphate of ammonia, nitrate of ammonia and other fer- ieee 
tilizers, carbide of calcium (or ‘‘caleium ecarbide’’) cement 1915, . 
or (or ‘and’) their by-products,’’ and the words ‘‘in 
and about the manufacture of phosphate of ammonia, ni- 
trate of ammonia or other fertilizers, caleium 
carbide, cement or their by-products,’’ and the words 
‘‘for use in connection with the manufacture of phosphate 
of ammonia, nitrate of ammonia, and other fertilizers, 
earbide of calcium, cement or their by-products,’’ wher- 
ever occurring or mentioned in the Agreement of 1915, or 
in the Act of 1915, shall be struck out, except in Clause 3 
of the Agreement of 1915, and the words ‘‘for the pur- 
poses aforesaid’’ in Clause 10 of the Agreement of 1915, 
and Section 7 of the Act of 1915, shall also be struck out, 
and to prevent any doubt, it is hereby declared that ex- 
pendituré within Newfoundland on the works and mills 
referred to in the Agreements set out in Part [-and Part 
II of the Schedule to this Act, shall be deemed to be 
expenditure in and about the business and operations of 
the Company within the meaning of Clause 18 of the 
Agreement of 1915, and Section 11 of the Act of 1915.

In view of the possibility of hydro-electric power 
being required in the future for the operation by electric- 
ity of the Newfoundland Railway the Company shall, 
prior to offering the same to others, offer for sale for such 
purpose to the Government or its assigns for the time be- 
ing operating the railway any electric power developed 
by the Company and not required by ‘the Company 
(which expression here includes its subsidiary companies) 
for its own use at a price to be agreed upon and in de-

‘‘Armstrongs’’), of the second part, and HIS EXCEL- 
LENCY SIR WILLIAM LAMOND ALLARDYCE, 
K.C.M.G., Governor of Newfoundland and its Dependen- 
cies, in Council (hereinafter referred to as ‘‘the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland,’’) of the third part. Whereas, 
the word ‘‘dollars’’ whenever used in this Agreement 
(except where otherwise stated), means United States of 
America, Newfoundland or Canadian dollars.

And Whereas, 
the Company has represented to the Government of New- 
foundland, that it has not issued any debentures, deben- 
ture stock or other securities, or created any mortgages

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or charges, which will be subsisting at the date of the 
guarantee of the Government of Newfoundland herein- 
after mentioned. And Whereas, the Company proposes to 
earry out the works shortly, specified in the Construction 
Contract hereinafter mentioned, and hereinafter called 
‘‘the said works’’, And Whereas, for the purpose of ear- 
rying out the said works, the Company proposes to raise 
two loans, of which one (hereinafter called ‘‘the Engligh 
loan,’’) will be of the nominal amount of £2,000,000, and 
the other (hereinafter called ‘‘the Newfoundland loan,’’) 
will be of the nominal amount of £2,000,000. And Where- 
as, the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury in Eng- 
land (hereinafter referred to as ‘‘the Treasury,’’ which 


expression shall inelude the Commissioners from time to 
time in office) in pursuance of an Agreement dated the 
Slst day of October, 1922 (hereinafter called ‘‘the Treas- 
ury Agreement,’’) and made between the Company, of 
the first part, Armstrongs of the second part, and the 
Treasury of the third part, subject ta the terms and con- 
ditions therein mentioned, have guaranteed the payment 
of the principal and interest of the English loan, pursuant 
to the provision of the Trade Facilities Act, 1921, of the 
Imperial Parliament. And Whereas, the Company has 
applied to the Government of Newfoundland to guarantee 
the payment of the principal and interest of the New- 
foundland loan, and such application has been considered. 
and approved by the Government of Newfoundland, and 
the Government of Newfoundland has consented to enter 
into this Agreement for the giving of the said guarantee 
in respect of the Newfoundland loan, upon the terms and 
conditions hereinafter mentioned, and subject to the ap- 
proval and confirmation of the Newfoundland Legisla- 
ture. And Whereas, on the granting of the said two 
suarantees, the Company intends to enter into a contract 
with Armstrongs (hereinafter ealled ‘“‘the Construction 
Contract’’) in the form set forth in the Treasury Agree- 
ment. . :

1. FOR the purpose of supervising the performance

other professional persons or experts, as the Treasury and 
the Government of Newfoundland may think fit (herein- 
after respectively called ‘‘the Government Engineers,’’ 


‘‘the Government architects,’’ and so on throughout,) and 


to delegate to them such powers and duties as the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland may from time to time determine, 
and their fees and expenses shall be paid by the Company, 
and in ease of dispute concerning the amount of any such 
fees or expenses, the decision of the Treasury and the 
sovernment of Newfoundland shall be final. The said 
works shall be commenced on or before the granting of 
the said two guarantees, and shall be prosecuted with all 
due diligence and in all respects to the reasonable satis- 
faction of the Government engineers, and the Company 
will afford to the Government engineers facilities for ex- 
amining the said works and the machinery, materials and 
plant therefor, and Armstrongs will give such facilities as 
the Government delegates may reasonably require for the 
examination of all machinery, plant, materials and things 
manufactured, or in course of manufacture by Armstrongs 
or its sub-contractors, either at its own workshops or else. 
where. The Government engineers, Government account- 
ants and Government auditors, shall have access at all 
times to all books, documents, records, vouchers and 
papers of every description relating to the said works, 
and Armstrongs will give access to all its books, docu- 
ments, records, vouchers and papers relating to the said 
works.

time be approved by the Government of Newfoundland. 


3. AS security for the English loan the Company will 
create and issue a series of First Mortgage Debentures or 
Debenture Stock (hereinafter called -‘‘ ‘A’ Debentures, ’’) 
to the face value of £2,000,000, secured by a Trust Deed, 
containing a specific First Mortgage upon the lands, 
rights, concessions and fixed assets of the Company, and a 
First Floating Charge on all the other assets of the Com- 
pany, with a covenant by the Company not (except for 
the purpose of completing any new purchase of freehold 
ox leasehold property, in which case it may leave or raise 
any portion of the purchase money on or by a mortgage 
of the property purchased in priority to the said mort- 
gage and charge), to create any mortgage or charge rank- 
ing pari passu with or in priority to the said charge 
without the written consent of the Treasury. All nego- 
tiations for the issue, sale or placing of the said ‘‘A”’ 
Debentures, shall be conducted, and the prices and terms 
of issue thereof shall be settled, in consultation with and 
sabjeect to the written approval of the Treasury, and no 
steps shall be taken with a view to such issue, sale or plac- 
ing without such previous Treasury approval. The said 
Debentures and Trust Deed and any local mortgages sup- 
plemental thereto, shall be in such form and _ shall 
contain such provisions as may be require by the 
Treasury, apd shall be subject in all things to the 
approval of the Treasury and the Treasury shall be entit- 
led to nominate the Trustees of the said Trust Deed. In 
particular the said Trust Deed shall contain a covenant by

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+. THE ‘‘A’’ Debentures securing the English loan 
shall be redeemable at par twenty-five years from the date 
of the public issue thereof, and provision shall be made 
for such redemption by means of a sinking fund. The 
Company may, on the Ist day of January, 1934, or on any 
interest date thereafter, on giving not less than three cal- 
endar months’ notice to the holders, redeem the whole or 
any part or parts of the ‘‘A’’ Debentures at par. The 
Company shall, on or before the expiration of ten years

tures, for the time being redeemed under this provision, 
and which would have been payable, but for their redemp- 
tion. Such sinking fund shall be applied by the Trustees 
in each year in purchasing ‘‘B’’ Debentures, provided 
that the price paid, including stamps, brokers’ commis- 
sion and other expenses of purchase, shall not exceed the 
nominal value thereof. If and so far as any money stand- 
ing to the credit of the sinking fund, shall not before the 
expiration of three weeks after the above date in each 
year, have been applied in purchasing ‘‘B’’ Debentures as 
aforesaid, the same shall, as far as possible, be apphed 
to the redemption of ‘‘B’’ Debentures within fourteen 
days thereafter at par by drawings. All ‘‘B‘‘ Debentures 
purchased or redeemed out of the sinking fund shall be 
cancelled. The ‘‘B’’ Debentures shall bear interest at a 
rate not exceding 5 1-2 per cent. per annum. If the ‘‘B”’ 
Debentures shall be issued at a rate of interest less than 
5 1-2 per cent. per annum, the said sinking fund payments 
shall be correspondingly increased. 


7. THE Company will, after the completion of the 
said works, and so long as the Government of Newfound- 
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land remains under any liability in connection with its 
said guarantee, or any moneys due to the Government of 
Newfoundland remain unpaid, keep up its liquid assets, 
including stock in trade (taken at cost), and its good 
book debts, after deducting current trade liabilities, and 
its cash in hand and at bankers to a value of not less than 
$500,000, and the Company shall, iv every month of Janu- 
ary and July, after the completion of the said works 
furnish to the Government Director hereinafter mention- 
ed, a report certified by the Company’s auditors, showing 
the amount and value of the Company’s liquid assets, in- 
cluding stock in trade (taken at cost), good book 
debts, after deducting current trade liabilities, 
and cash in hand and at bankers, as on the last day of 
the preceding month, and once in every twelve calendar 
months after the completion of the said works, such report 
shall be founded upon an actual stocktaking. 


8. THE Government of Newfoundland will guarantee 
the due payment by the Company of the principal and 
interest of the ‘‘B’’ Debentures. Such guarantee will be 
given in such form as may be agreed to by the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland. The Agreement by the Govern- 
ment of Newfounland to give the said guarantee is sub- 
ject to the completion of all acts and things required by 
the Government of Newfoundland to be done by the Com- 
pany, relative to the Newfoundland loan being done or 
procured to be done to the satisfaction of the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland, on or before the 30th June, 1923, 
or such later date as the Government may agree. The 
yuarantee by the Government of Newfoundland, when 
given, may be withdrawn if the said ‘‘A’’ Debentures are 
not validly guaranteed as to both principal and interest 
thereof, by the Treasury, on or before the 30th day of 
June, 1923, or if the Construction Contract be not execu- 
ted by the parties thereto, on or before the 14th day of 
July, 1923. 


9. IN consideration of the premises the Company 
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hereby covenants with the Government of Newfoundland Schedule 
as follows :— 


(A) That as soon as the said two guarantees have

been validly given, the Company will enter 
into and carry into effect the Construction 
Contract, and will not permit any departure 
from the terms of the said Contract without 
the consent, in writing, of the Government 
Director hereinafter mentioned. 


That the Company will duly observe and per- 
form all the terms of the ‘‘A’’ Debentures 
and of the ‘‘B’’ Debentures, and of the re- 
respective Trust Deeds to secure the same, 
and that it will not commit, or suffer to be 
comitted, any breach thereof, or without the 
written approval of the Government of New- 
foundland, assent to any modification there- 
of, and in particular that the Company will 
duly and punctually pay all principal moneys, 
interest, sinking fund payments and other 
moneys, if any, payable, in respect of the New- 
foundland loan, to be guaranteed by the Gov- 
ernment of Newfoundland as aforesaid, and in 
respect of the English loan, and effectually 
keep the Government of Newfoundland in- 
demnified against all liability under or arising 
out of its said guarantee. 


That the Company will carry out the said 
works with the utmost expedition, and in re- 
spect of those parts thereof, which will be pro- 
vided out of the Newfoundland loan, in such 
manner aS may be best calculated to promote 
employment for persons domiciled in New- 
foundland. 
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(D) That as far as is reasonably possible all work- 


men employed in Newfoundland in connection 
with the said works, and paid out of the pro- 
ceeds of ‘‘B’’ Debentures, shall be of New- 
foundland domicile. 


(E) That the whole cash proceeds of the said issue 


of the ‘‘B’’ Debentures, shall be paid into a 
separate banking account, or accounts, at the 
Company’s bankers in Great Britain, New- 
foundland, Canada or the United States of 
America, from which except with the written 
approval of the Government of Newfoundland, 
withdrawals are only to be made (a) for the 
purposes of paying the expenses of the Com- 
pany, to an amount approved by the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland of and in connection 
with this Agreement, and the effective com- 
pletion thereof, and the creation and issue and 
sale or placing of the ‘‘B’’ Debentures, or (b) 
against certificates of the Government engin- 
eers, that the moneys certified for withdrawal, 
are required for making payments in respect 
of the Construction Contract, for work carried 
out, being carried out or about to be carried 
out in Newfoundland, and equipment and ma- 
terial supplied or about to be supplied, in con- 
nection therewith, and comprised within the 
Construction Contract (c) for the payment of 
the fees and expenses of the persons nominated 
by the Government of Newfoundland under 
Clause 1 hereof, or (d) interest on the said 
‘‘B’’ Debentures up to the expiration of two 
years after the date of the public issue there- 
of, or (e) for working capital and the general 
purposes of the Company, not exceeding with- 
out the approval of the Government Director 
hereinafter mentioned, the sum of $3,000,000. 
And that the proper expenditure of all sums

Before the said loan is made 
the Company will procure to be given to the 
Government of Newfoundland a letter from the 
bank or banks, with which the said separate ac- 
count or accounts are to be kept, agreeing to 
waive all set off, hen or other claim of whatever 
nature which the bank may have, either now or 
hereafter, against the moneys from time to time 
standing to the credit of the said separate ac- 
count or accounts, in respect of any present or 
future liabilities of the Company to the bank 
or banks, other than in respect of any moneys 
owing on account of any preliminary advances 
raised by the Company, with the consent or 
authority of the Government of Newfoundland, 
for the purpose of commencing ‘the said 
works. Provided that the Company may place 
such cash proceeds or any part thereof and/or 
any other moneys paid to such separate ac- 
count or accounts on deposit or temporarily in- 
vest the whole or any part thereof in New- 
foundland Government securities or other 
securities approved by the Government, until 
required for making any such payments as 
aforesaid, and all interest earned shall be ered- 
ited to the said separate account, or accounts 

and any capital profit or loss arising out of any 
such investment shall be credited or debited 
thereto, as the case may be. Provided fur- 
ther, and it is hereby expressly agreed, that no 
portion of the proceeds of the said issue of 
‘*B”’ Debentures shall be used for the payment 

of the purchase money of any timber lands, or 
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water rights or other like property or rights 
of any description, excepting always any 
lands, property or rights, which by reason of 
the works to be carried out under the Con- 
struction Contract must be acquired by the 
Company. And provided also that should any 
balance remain in the said separate account or 
accounts, after all payments requiring to be 
made in connection with the completion of the 
said works, shall have been duly made, such 
balance shall be released to the Company.

mains under any lability in connection with 
its said guarantee, or any moneys due_ to the 
Government remain unpaid (except for the 
purpose of the English loan, or the ‘'A’’ De- 
bentures or other securities, to be given by the 
Company in respect thereof, or except for the 
purpose of completing any new purchase of 
freehold or leasehold property, in which case it 
may leave or raise any portion of the purchase 
money, on or by a mortgage of the property 
purchased in priority to the securities herein- 
after mentioned), create or issue or be party to 
or allow to be created or issued, any mortgage 
debentures, debenture stock or other charges 
or securities of any kind, ranking in priority 
to or parl passu with the Newfoundland loan 
or the ‘‘B’’ Debentures or other securities, to 
be given by the Company in respect thereof. 


(I)That the Company will give and so far as hes in its

power, procure to be given, to the Gevernnent 
of Newfoundland, and the Government Direct- 
or, and the Government engineers, Government 
auditors, or other Government representatives 
mentioned in Clause 1 of this Agreement, all 
such information with regard to and all such 
facilities for inspecting the books, accounts, 
documents, reports, estimates and records of 
the Company, or its properties, assets and busi- 
ness, as they or any of them may from time to 
time reasonably require. 7 


The Company shall forthwith procure the pres- 
ent holders thereof to transfer to the Govern- 
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ment Director, in conjunction with the Treas- 
ury Director (hereinafter called ‘‘the Trus- 
tees’’), 135,000 shares of 100 dollars each 
in the capital of the Company, of which 75,000 
shares shall be Preference Shares and the bal- 
ance shall be Deferred Ordinary Shares... The 
said shares shall be_so_ transferred, but the 
same shall, in the hands of the Trustees, be 
freed from all claims or rights of the present 
holders of such shares, or any persons claim- 
ing through or under them. So long as the 
said shares are held by the Trustees, the 
Trustees will, at the request of the Company, 
but as to (c) and (d) if and so far only as they 
ean legally do so, according to the laws of 
Newfoundland, do all or any of the following 
things with respect to the said shares, as the 
Company may require, namely :— 


(a) Waive all dividend and other moneys, 
payable in respect of the said shares or any of 
them, and refrain from exercising the voting 
rights attaching thereto. 


(b) Surrender the said shares to the Company 
for cancellation in such manner as will permanent- 
ly reduce the capital of the Company. 


(c) Surrender the said shares to the Company 
in such manner as to render the said shares avail- 
able in the hands of the Company for future use 
for such cash or other considerations as may be 
valid, according to the laws of Newfoundland. 


(d) Coneur in any other arrangement with 
regard to or dealing with the said shares which 
may have been approved by the Treasury and the 
Government of Newfoundland. 
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Subject as aforesaid so long as the said shares are Schedule 
held by the Trustees, and during the currency ca ghee 
of the said Treasury guarantee, or so long as 
any money remains due from the Company to 
the Treasury, the Trustees shall hold the said 
shares upon trust for the Treasury and sub- 
ject thereto during the currency of the Govern- 
ment guarantee, if still in existence, or so long 
as any money remains due from the Company 
to the Government of Newfoundland, under 
the said guarantee, upon trust for the Gov- 
ernment of Newfoundland, and subject there- 
to upon trust for such parties. as the Company 
may nominate. While the said shares are held 
upon trust for the Treasury, or the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland as aforesaid, the Gov- 
ernment of Newfoundland undertakes that the 
Trustees will not exercis? any voting rights 
conferred by the said shares, and will not claim 
any dividend or other money payable in re- 
spect thereof, and acknow!edges that the Com- 
pany may distribute all profits available for 
dividend in any year amongst the remaining 
Shareholders of the Company in the same 
manner as if the said shares were unissued. 


(K) That until the Company has accumulated out 
of profits and invested as below mentioned, a 
Special Debenture Reserve Fund (in addition to 
any sinking funds for redemption of the ‘‘A’’ 
or ‘‘B’’ Debentures) amounting to $1,500,000, 
no dividend shall be paid on any part of the 
share capital of the Company (except upon 
Preference Shares hereafter issued, reallotted 

or realized for cash), and that thereafter no 
divdend shall be paid on any shares other than 
the whole of the issued Preference Share capi- 
tal of the Company, unless and until the Speci- 
al Debenture Reserve Fund has been made up

to the sum of $2,000,000. Such fund shall be 
invested in securities approved by the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland, and the Treasury, or 
placed on deposit with a bank approved of by 
the Government of Newfoundland and _ the 
Treasury, such investment or deposit being 
made in the joint names of the Trustees for the 
holders of the ‘‘A’’ Debentures, and the Trus: 
tees for the holders of the ‘‘B’’ Debentures, 
and the Company, and shall from time to time

11. ANY sums paid by the Government of Newfound- 
lend in pursuance of its said guarantee shall carry interest 
ut the same rate as that payable by the Company in-re- 
spect of the said loan, and such interest shall be payable 
quarterly, and so far as such interest is not paid on the 
due date, the same shall be deemed to have been added 
te the principal (but without prejudice to the right of the 
Government to demand payment), and shall accordingly 
carry interest at the said rate and so on. 


12. THIS Agreement is subject to confirmation and 
approval by the Legislature of Newfoundland.

WHEREAS, the Government granted and conveyed 
tc The Reid Newfoundland Company certain lands men- ° 
tioned in the Schedule hereto and subsequently such lands 
and the timber rights thereon, in addition to all rights to 
water powers, were conveyed and demised to the Com- 


pany, 


NOW IT IS HEREBY AGREED as follows :— 


1. IN this Agreement unless the context otherwise re- 
quires, the following expressions shall have the meanings 
hereinafter attributed to them, namely :— 


‘‘The Agreement of 1915’’ means the Indenture 
dated the 16th day of April, 1915, between His 
Excellency the Governor of Newfoundland in 
Council of the one part, and the Company 
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‘(then named Newfoundland Products Corpora- 
tion, Limited) of the other part, as amended by 
theeNet of 19:1). 


‘The Act of 1915’’-means the Act 6 George V. 
(1915), Chapter 4, and Acts in Amendment 
thereof, confirming and amending the Agree- 
met of 1915. 


2. THE Government confirms the conveyance and 
demise to the Company of the lands and rights mentioned 
in the Schedule hereto. ; 


3. IN consideration of the Government guarantee re- 
ferred to in an Agreement of even date herewith (herein 
called ‘‘the Financial Agreement’’), the Company shall 
after meeting the interest and sinking fund charges upon 
the ‘‘A’’ and ‘‘B’’ Debentures, and making provision for 
the Special Debenture Reserve Fund, as specified in the 
Financial Agreement, pay in each year out of its remain- 
ing profits to the Government (a) a royalty, calculated at 
the rate of one dollar per ton of 2,000 pounds for every 
ton of newsprint paper manufactured by the Company 
and exported from Newfoundland in each year and (b) 
an annual royalty calculated at the rate of 25 cents (New- 
foundland) for each annual horse-power developed and 
used, the total of such annual horse-power to be compu- 
ted upon the average horse-power so used daily through- 
out the year, but the maximum annual royalty payment 
shall not be calculated on a greater output than the nor- 
mal rating of the turbines or other hydraulic motors. Both 
such royalties shall be payable within one calendar month 
after the expiration of the Company’s financial year. 
And except as aforesaid the Company shall be exempt in 
perpetuity from all taxation (as for instance Municipal 
Taxes, Income Tax, Business Profits Tax) of every kind 
whatsoever other than duties (including Sales Tax) levied 
under the general laws of the Colony on goods imported 
by the Company and not otherwise exempt. Provided, 
however, that nothing in this clause contained shall be 
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construed to exempt individual officers or employees of 
the Company from any taxation otherwise payable by 
them. 


4. WHEREVER the development works of the Com- 
pany make it necessary or expedient to divert, raise, low- 
er or otherwise alter the course and gradients of the New- . 
foundland Railway, the Company is hereby authorised 
and empowered so to do. In all such cases of diversion, 
raising, lowering, or otherwise altering the course and 
gradients of the said railway that part of the permanent 
way affected shall be rebuilt by the Company at its own 
expense in accordance with the specification contained in 
the Railway Contract of 1893. The new location of the line 
and the execution of the work shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Government Engineer. The work shall be 
carried out in such manner and order as to cause as httle 
interruption and inconvenience as possible to the opera- 
tion of the Newfoudland Railway. 


5. IN view of the vital importance to the Com-

AND WHEREAS the Company has entered into a. 
tentative agreement with Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whit- 
worth and Company, Limited, and with the Cominissioners 
of His Majesty’s Treasury, for the immediate development 
of the water-powers in the Humber River watershed, and 
the immediate construction and continuous operation of a 
large modern pulp and paper mill in the Humber Valley, 
and Newfoundland Power and Paper Company, Limited, 
and the said Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whitworth and Com- 
pany, Limited, have made proposals to the Government 
for the guarantee of certain second Debentures, and for 
other assistance in the establishment of this enterprise : 


AND WHEREAS it is desirable in the interests of the. 
Colony, and particularly having regard to labour con- 
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ditions existing at the present time, to encourage the in- 
flux of new capital mto the Colony for the develop- 
ment of its natural resources, and the establishment of 
new industries, thereby benefiting trade in general and 
providing new avenues of employment for the people of 
the Colony: 


AND WHEREAS such arbitration or litigation as 
aforesaid would be uncertain, protracted and expensive, 
aud would absolutely prevent the immediate establishment 
of the said proposed enterprise, and it is desirable in the 
interests of the Colony that the said disputes should be 
settled finally and immediately by mutual agreement: 


NOW THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH AS FOL- 
LOWS :— 


1. THIS Agreement is subject to the approval and 
confirmation by the Legislature of the Colony, of this 
Agreement and of two Agreements of even date herewith, 
made between the Government and Newfoundiand Pow- 
er and Paper Company, Limited. 


2. The Company and its subsidiary companies shall re- 
tire absolutely from all transportation (including express) 
operations in from and to the Colony and from the Dock- 
ing business in Newfoundland. 


3. THE Company shall convey and assure or procure 
to be conveyed and assured to and vested in the Govern- 
ment free from encumbrances:

HEREAS His Excellency the Governor-in-Council by

AND WHEREAS by an Agreement dated the ninth 
day of June, Nineteen hundred and Twenty-three, and 
made between His Excellency the Governor-in-Council 
of the one part, and Reid Newfoundland Company, Limi- 
ted, of the other part, which Agreement was expressly 
made subject to the approval and confirmation thereof by 
the Legislature of the Colony, it was agreed inter alia 
that His Excellency the Governor-in-Couneil should (a) 
subject to existing rights, if any, introduce legislation 
authorizing the grant to St. John’s Light and Power Com- 
pany, Limited, of the water powers of Tor’s Cove Brook 
and Pierre’s Brook aforesaid, as a reserve supply free of 
royalty or other charge until developed, after which the 
same shall be subject to an annual royalty of fifty cents 
per horsepower used, and (b) introduce legislation to en- 
able Reid Newfoundland Company, Limited, to assign and 
mortgage its franchises under the St. John’s Street Rail- 
way Charter, 1896, and otherwise in order that necessary 
capital for improving the power plant and street railway 
may be secured.

Be it therefore enacted by the Governor, the Legis-#nacting Clause.

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1. St. John’s Light and Power Company, Limitea, 
and its assigns shall have and enjoy the exclusive use of 
the waters of Tor’s Cove Brook flowing into Tor’s Cove, 
and of Pierre’s Brook flowing into Witless Bay, both in 
the Electoral District of Ferryland, as a source of supply 
for the production of hydro-electric energy, free of royal- 
ty or other charge until the water powers of one or both

Charter, 1896, and to the Contractor by Section eleven, 
twelve and thirteen of the Newfoundland Railway Act, 
1898, and by Clause ninety-nine of Scedule A. to the said 
Act, and to The Reid Newfoundland Company by Section 
six of the Act 4, Edward VII.
